enue bill should take notice. 
If 


hese extortions should be treated as 


CSS war profits and taxed accord- 


ngly at. say. the British rate of SO 
per cent., the people who have paid 
would not get their money back, but 
hey would have the gratification of 
eeing the best part of it go into the 
Jnited States treasury to defray war 
expenditures. Such a tax might also 
irove a deterrent of extortionate 
>rice-boosting. if speculators-should 
>e unable to retain immoderate prof- 
Is they might be induced to be mod- 
jrate. and the need of keeping prices 
within bounds by governmental su- 
pervision and regulation might be- 
:ome unnecessary.

The entire profits of spec- 
ulation are not made by the man 
hat sells a commodity just before it

loover declares that a fair price for 
lour would be -59 a barrel, whereas 
t is selling at $14 a barrel.

•cl to somebody who bought it for 
112, and so on backward through a 
ine of speculative buyers and sellers, 
jach one of whom obtained a COID- 
para*ivo3y s»na31 part of the differ- 
snce between $fl to $5 4. Neither of 


the speculative operators in this line 
could be spotted as the guilty profil- 
er. 
It was during the 
past 
five 


months that wheat reached and pass- 
ed the $2 mark and finally aspired 
to ?3: but no speculator who ob- 
tained the latter price really profited 
by the whole difference between the 
January record and that 
of May. 


The profits were divided into little 
bits between one sale and another, 
and there were also intermediate 
losses by occasional recessions in the 
market. 
A war tax on speculative 


profits would be unproductive be- 
cause these profits could not be lo- 
cated. 


It would in many cases be equally 


difficult to find 
the 
profiteering 


manufacturer. 
A miller 
grinding 


wheat which cost him $1.60 a bushel 
would take advantage of a specula- 
tive rise in the grain market to in- 
crease the price of his flour. 
He 


would probably make a fair profit if 
he sold his flour at |9 a barrel, but 
he anticipates the future, when he 
may have to buy more wheat at $2 
or. possibly, $2.50 a bushel. 
Accor- 


dingly he marks up his flour accord- 
ing to the new and anticipated price 
level for wheat. Ultimately the cus- 
tomary ratio between 
wheat 
and 


flour prices would be restored. Some 
flour sold, at the mill 
may 
have 


yielded an excess profit, but the prof- 
its of a whole season's milling may 
prove to have been little more than 
normal. As the means of regulating 
prices a tax on profits would not be 
always successful.

Will Attend Strictly to BusintSB and 


Open an Office In Financial Section 
of New York — H*« Condemned Many 
of England's War Policies, and Time 
Hae Proved That He Wae Correct. 


Lord XorthcllnTe, the new head of the 


British foreign mission in the United 
States, is coming on business. He is 
not coming for a speechmaking or ban- 
queting tour, but means business, and 
will start his -work at once from an of- 
fice in downtown Xew York. 


This is his own idea of his post as 


successor to Foreign Minister Balfour 
at the head of the British war mis- 
sion. He explained his plans in an In- 
terview prior to his departure. 


"I am not on a speechmaking- or ban- 


queting tour," Lord Xorthcliffe declar- 
ed in an interview. "I propose taking 
offices downtown in N'ew York, where 
I can confer on the many business in- 
terests involved in the British and al- 
lied missions. 


"I am hopeful not only of imparting 


any war lessons which I may have 
learned from many, visits to the war 
to my American friends, but also to 
derive ideas which are certain to be 
evolved by American natural genius 
for invention. 


"I feel mucli diffidence in succeed- 


ing so important and charming a per- 
sonality as Balfour, but I shall do my 
best to harmonize the work of the 
allied missions and, I may say, to 
facilitate the enlistment of as many 
British subjects now in the United 
States as possible. 


'•On my arrival I shall of course first 


report at the British embassy in "Wash- 
ington."

the status of Sir Cecil Arthur Spring- 
Rice. the British ambassador. 
Sir 


Cecil Spring-Rice has been criticised 
by Lord Northcliffe, who virtually call- 
ed for the appointment of a new Brit- 
ish ambassador in "Washington. This 
criticism came at a time when the 
United States and Germany were still 
on nominally friendly terms. 


The impression was created that 


Count von B.ernstorff, the German am- 
bassador in Washington, was succeed- 
ing in getting the American press to 
publish information favorable to the 
German cause, and Lord Xorthcliffe, 
who apparently believed the allega- 
tions to that effect, let it be known 
that he thought Count von Bernstorffi 
was outmaneuvering Sir Cecil Spring- 
Rice in creating sentiment in America. 
The comment of Lord Xorthcliffe along 
that line was cabled to 
American 


newspapers and created considerable 
discussion. 
The British government 


apparently was not influenced by it, as 
the status of the British ambassador 
was not disturbed. 


Lord Xorthcliffe is a baron in the 


British peerage. His 'appointment to 
such an important diplomatic mission 
will give the British government the 
opportunity to raise his rank, and suc- 
cess in dealing with the United States 
might cause the king, at the instance 
of Prime Minister Lloyd George, to 
elevate him to the dignity of viscount 
or earl. 


Admired, Hated and Respected. 


The war had not proceeded very far 


when an Englishman on being asked 
to define Lord Xorthcliffe's influence 
on the government and people said: 


"They hate him, they admire him, 


but try as^hey may they cannot be 
indifferent to him." 


In no country, it Is believed, since 


tbe war began has a man in civil life 
been BO constantly In the public eye 
or labored so continually, early and 
late, for schemes which he believed 
would benefit the empire and its allies 
and bring defeat to the Germans. 


These schemes have pertained to al- 


most every department of activity di- 
rectly or indirectly identified with the 
war. They have concerned attacks, ex- 
posures and appeals in regard to the 
government and sympathy. Informa- 
tion. advice to the allies and neutrals. 
They form a Ion? list from the time 
he declared that Lord Kitchener was 
working beyond his physical and men- 
tal limitations and the exposure of the 
fact that shrapnel instead of high ex- 
plosive shells were bclns used at Xe«vc 
CbapeHc, tbe condemnation of the Gal- 
HpoH excursion, Xixon's fiasco on the 
Tigris, long tieCore they became his- 
torical fads; numerous attempts to 
prove tbe futility, rldicHlousncss and 
even liann to the cause of the censor- 
ship of tlac press: the remorseless at- 
tacks upon "the oM gang." as he terms 
tlae Asquilh ministry through aM Its 
changes; the fearless e^rwisal of Da- 
vid IJoyd George as the man v?lw 
should really lead: bis numerous traps 
to the western battle front nud to 
flpaan, all of whivli he recorded in 
feverish, graphic English in newspa- 
pers, mn»j7,infs and Ixwks, and finally

British Had Prepared For th« Offenciv* 


For Two Years — Impossible For Ene- 
my to Exist on the Front, and as a 
Result the Map Was Changed Over 
Nine Mil* Front. 


What was possibly the greatest of- 


fensive since the war in Europe start- 
ed began the other morning at 8 o'clock 
when orders by Field Marshal Sir 
Douglas Haig, commander of the Brit- 
ish forces, gave the signal for the de- 
tonation of 1,000,000 pounds of explo- 
sives underneath the German positions 
on a nine mile front between Ypres 
and Armentieres, Belgium. 


A correspondent of the London Dally 


News said that the British rehearsed 
the artillery preparation for the battle. 


"For seven days we had been shell- 


ing the enemy's position pitilessly," he 
wrote, "never letting them rest and 
occasionally subjecting one'portion of 
the line or another to a hurricane bom- 
bardment 
Twice, indeed, we poured 


our fire on the whole front to be at- 
tacked by way of rehearsal on the 
same scale. 


"Under this treatment the whole 


topography of .the front has been 
changed. 
Woods have been swept 


out of existence, hill slopes have been 
stripped and laid bare, and villages 
like Wytschaete and 5Iessin.es have 
disappeared." 


The correspondent tells the story of 


the desultory firing in the early morn- 
ing hours; then "that began whicn blot- 
ted out all sound and knowledge of 
everything else. 
How many mines 


went up at once I do not know exact- 
ly, but it was nearly a score. Many 
of these mines were made more than 
a year ago and since then have lain 
under the Germans' feet undiscovered. 
In all I believe 600 tons of high explo- 
sives were fired simultaneously. 


Nine Streams of Fire, 


"I can only vouch for having seen 


nine of the great leaping streams of 
orange flame which shot upward from 
that part of the front immediately be- 
fore me, each one of the nine a huge 
volcano in itself, with as many more 
volcanoes going off at the same mo- 
ment beyond them,- hidden by their 
flames and out of sight, and each vast 
sheet of flame as it leaped roaring up- 
ward throwing- up dense masses of dust 
and smoke, which stood like" great pil- 
lars towering into the sky, all illumi- 
nated by the fires below. 


"It was terrifying as a spectacle, 


and what was more terrifying was 
that the earth shook like a house of 
cards. I stood on a solid hill and it 
.quaked like jelly or like some small 
house on the edge of a railway line 
when a heavy -train thunders by; 
Then, even before the echoes of that 
awful explosion died and while the 
pillars of smoke still towered and 
grew, all our batteries awoke at once. 


"Imagine the whole sky ringed with 


lightning which flickers white and yel- 
low, orange, red and green. Imagine a 
thousand great fireflies all the colors 
of the rainbow. Imagine the sky one 
diamond with a million facets being 
shaken in a giant hand. Imagine what 
you will and still you will get no pic- 
ture of it" 


British Artillery Triumphs. 


This fire reached its climax just as 


dawn was graying the eastern skies 
and while the full moon was still sus- 
pended high in the heavens. The suc- 
cesses, won along about a ten mile 
front from Observatory ridge, south- 
east of Ypres. to Ploegsteert wood, Just 
north of Armentieres, proved another 
triumph for British artillery suprem- 
acy. 


As the fighting was wholly on Bel- 


gian soil, however, the Belgian artil- 
lery, stationed some distance north of 
the actual line of attack, lent aid with 
a violent bombardment of the German 
positions within range of its varied 
calibered weapons. 


Messines ridge is a low lying pro- 


montory extending along the greater 
part of the fighting front It Is an in- 
significant bit of ground to look at 
from below. At its greatest height it 
rises barely seventy meters above sea 
leveL The surrounding country is so 
low and flat however, that Messines 
had an observation value practically 
incalculable. 


It was a position which dominated 


the northern half of the British line 
In tbe west, a«d no opera Jious of a 
largo character could be planned with- 
out its possession. 


Shells Spurted Molten Mctai. 


Shells that spurted molten metal In 


surging streams of golden rain crashed 
in nppalHng numbers about Uie heads 
of the defending soldiers. High explo- 
sive and shrapnel fire was cnrricd out

MORE EVIDENCE OF 


GOOD DONE BY THE 


RED GROSS FUND 


British Headquarters in 
France, 


June 22 —(By the Associated Press) 
—Quietly and writh very little cere- 
mony, so as to escape notice. Ameri- 
can doctors, nurses and enlisted men 
have within the last fortnight taken 
over six of the British great general 
field hospitals, releasing the English 
staffs for duty 
near 
their 
front. 


American surgeons have been rend- 
ering valuable aid also in the for- 
ward casualty clearing stations dur- 
ing the battle of ilessines. 
This 


had been the quickest organized aid 
the United States has given British 
arms in France and had been great- 
ly appreciated. 


The Americans have been much 


impressed bj the cordiality of their 
welcome as well as by the thorough- 
ness and effectiveness of the British 
hospitals. 
So smoothly 
have 
the 


transfers been made that the Ameri- 
cans have taken up their new work 
without even a moment's upset in 
the routine of the various hospitals. 
The Stars and Stripes fly with -the 
British Union Jack from a special 
flag staff, the two ensigns fluttering 
side by side. Originally planned for 
1.040 
beds each of the general hos- 


pitals have been enlarged to 1400 
beds and during a crisis can accom- 
modate 2.000 patients. 
The 
units 


will take over the various hospitals 
originated by the 
American 
Red 


Cross as "United States Base Hos- 
pitals" and with the declaration of 
war these staffs were turned over 
to the regular army for services as 
fequired. 


Each unit has brought along an 


organizing director who was a sur- 
geon in civil practice but now takes 
command as a major in the United 
States reserve. 
The 
commanding 


officer in each 
unit is a 
regular 


American army surgeon while the 
subordinate members of the staffs 
are made up of eight army surgeons 
and doctors commissioned from civil 
life. 
The nurses are all graduates 


of well known training schools and 
.Mill probably be supplemented soon 
by voluntary aid 
detachments 
of 


young women workers, such as are 
now attached to the various British 
staffs. 
The non-commissioned ord- 


erlies and privates were practically 
all taken from civil life but in keep- 
ing with the doctors and nurses have 
settled into their work with marked 
efficiency and enthusiasm. 


The first of the American units 


to report in France was known as 
"United States Base Hospital No. 4" 
and was organized in Cleveland by 
Dr. Geo. W. Crile with 
Maj. 
Gil- 


chcrist of the United States army as 
commanding officer. 
This unit has 


taken over British General Hospital 
Ko. ». "some where in France." 


Earh American hospital stajf has 


alf-o organized a mobile unite for 
service in the casualty clearing sta- 
tions just back of the firing lines 
for emergency work during the first 
days of great battles. 


The American hospitals present an 


interesting international study with 
patients from England. ScotJand and 
Ireland. Australia. New Zealand and 
Portugal. Steps -will he taken soon

Mrs. 
Roberts went to the home of 


Miss Bianea Hills when Miss Lusk 
lived, to keep an appointment with 
the latter. 
After Mrs. Roberts 


reached the Mills residence, she call- 
ed her husband on the telephone and 
asked that he come and be present 
at a conference between herself and 
Miss Lusk. 
When he reached the 


house. 13 minutes later, he found 
his wife dead. 
Miss 
Lusk locked 


herself in a room and resisted arrest 
for an hour. 
When further resist- 


ance appeared useless she shot her- 
self twice. 


A number of letters in Miss Lusk's 


room ™ere taken possession of by 
District Attorney M. S. Tuller, and it 
is said they may reveal further cause 
leading to the shooting. 
Mr. Tuller 


said that from some of these letters 
he was led to believe that Miss Lusk 
intended to committee suicide but 
not murder. 
One letter 
was 
ad- 


dressed to Mrs. Roberts and another 
to Rev. Mr. Wescott of the Congre- 
gational church, asking him to of- 
ficiate at her funeral. Several weeks 
ago Mrs. Roberts is said to have ap- 
peared before the board of educa- 
tion and to have asked for Miss 
Lusk's dismissal, alleging that she 
•was not a proper person to be asso- 
ciated with the school children.

Paris, June 22.—A dispatch to the 


Havas agency from Athens says for- 
mer Premier Counariz, with 30 other 
prominent Greeks, who were ordered 
expelled from Greece, including M. 
Dragouniis, son of ex-Premier Dra- 
goumis, and once misister to Petroj 
grad, embarked today. 


A delayed dispatch from Athens 


received in the United States Thurs- 
day, announced the intended expul- 


sion of a large number of promin- 
ent Greeks for progermand leadings. 
The dispatch states that they were 
to be returned 
from 
Athens 
or 


wherever they resided, to the place 
from which ascape would be impos- 
sible.
